AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


The following is take:; from tlio 


London Spectator. 


"The American slnpjtijis traUe is 
dead, owing to high w.igw, piotectivt 
tariffs, and, it is suggested, to a grow- 
ing dislike among the pfccj.li) fordis.i- 
greeable modes of life—a dislike so 
great that born Araeiicair; scarcely 
ever become manners. Ships cannot 
- be built in the United States cheaply 
enough to compete with British ships 
The-natural remedies are, of course, 
to abolish all duties ou mateiials and 
all navigation laws, and either bt.ild 
cheap ships or buy them from British 
builders. Ihe Americans, however 
instead of that, have called a shipl 
ping convention, which recommends 
that pilotage dues should bo abolished 
and restrictions on shipping seamen; 
that the laws of admeasurement 
Should be modified so as only to meas- 
ure cargo space, and that congress 
Should commence a system of boun- 
ties, to be paid out of custom-house 
dues and a tonnage tax. In other 
words, they recommend that the 
American shipping trade should be 
carried <m.at a loss, and that the peo- 
ple of the Union should be taxed to 
pay for it.'

ttmyttt, and unnatural duties were 
renaradrtrom the materials used in 
•Up building, we would soon see a 
nvival of American ship building, 
Md commerce. 


n<i:ioii. Ami it is this aaecharine 
weakness that exposes us to fraud of 
which wo are the victims without sus- 
pecting it. Few of us are aware that 
in devouring so much sugar we are 
devouring a sad proportion of glucose 
m the disguise of sugar. And what 
is glucose? some will ask. Glucose 
is green slarch treated with sulphuric 
anil other acids to make it assume the 
form of grape sugar. It is sweetish. 
but not sweet, in the sense that sugar 
possesses that attractive quality. It 
can be made from grapes and other 
fruits, and potatoes and other farina- 
ceous vegetables that contain the 
starch element, but in this country it 
is made chiefly of corn, audit will 
surprise our readers to learn how 
much is annually manufactured. In 
an address delivered before the Un- 
derwriters' Association of the north- 
west by A. P. Rgdfield, it is'stated 
that there is manufactured 860,000,000 
pounds of the article a year, every 
ounce of which we are eating without 
being aware of it; and, more than 
tiiis, we are either so delighted with i 
the the article, or with those who 
make it EO successful in impressing 
us with the delusion that it is sugar, 
that they cannot make enough to sat- 
isfy the demand. Thtre are fifteen 
large glucose factories in the country 
—three in Buffalo, two in other parts 
of Kew York, one at Davenport and 
one at Des Moinss, Iowa, four In Illi- 
nois, one being at East St. Louis and 
one at Chicago, and oae in Philadel- 
phia. One large factory at Chicago 
was burned several weeks ago, and 
one was burned at Leavenwnrth last 
week. These factories do not make 
as much glucose as our eugar-lovine 
people can absorb, and new establish- 
ments are erected every year. The 
>ossible supply «f the article is, prac- 
tically, aj unlimited as the crop of 
corn from which it ia made. It par- 
takes of the cheapness of the grain 
•hat yields it. A bushel of corn will 
make 2C to 30 pounds of glucose; the 
>rocess of manufacture, 
which is 


>artly chemical and partly mechanical, 
s expensive— 35 to 45 cents A bushel. 
Taking the price of corn at 80 to 40 
cents a. bushel, the cost of the manu- 
factured product is 3 to 3% cents a 
pound. This is less than one half the 
price of honest sugar— so that th« 
adulteration of cane sngar with elu- 
eose is a profitable business, as any 
one can see. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to learn that six new estab- 
lishment* for making glncose are 
being erected in Illinois, including a 
very large one with a capacity of 250 
tons a day at Chicago; one at Iowa 
City, one at Tippecanoe, Ohio, and 
one at Detroit. At present we are 
consuming in adulterated sugar, con- 
fectionery and syrup about nine 
pounds of glucose per head a year, 


and it is estimated thai in a few u.an 
this rate will be doublet!. Mr. Bed 
field states that it is mostly ussd in t:.: 
liquid form for mixing \r.tli il.uk t"l 
ored cane syrup to make liglit coloicL 
table syrup. In the liquid fouu i 
has little flavor, and when it is stulct 
that a great deal of the ea-,lern rai'.ck 
table syrup contains 75 pei cent, o 
glucoM.: its tantalizing tastelesdiiess i 
accounted for. It is easy enough ID 
persons of a keen taste to delect Ui 
adulteration. Glucose does noFgiaa 
ulate easily, if at all, and WLCH mixe* 
with pure sugar the product iins

which genuine sugar presents, and i 
takes one-third to one-half more o 
it to impart the requisite sweetness t 
a cup of tea or coffee. Xo citizen 
St. Louis accustomed to the hones 
crystals of St. Louis sugar, or the ric 
brown article made on the plantatio 
iu Louisiana, can hare eucountere 
the glucose counterfeit in uouher 
and eastern hotels for tho first Urn 
without a feeling of exasperation.

WAS IT MAGNETISM! 


A Thrilling Story .of the Late Rebellion, 


; It has been asserted that Dan Vernon 
iwas the boldest and most cruel bushwhack- 
er In '.Virginia during the war. 
When 


Sherman entered the Shen.indo.ih Valley 
'some of onr foragers ransacked the house 
occupied by Mi's. Vernon, others stole all 
the poultry and live stock, and when the 
Bird; set carae along there was 'a tragedy. 


Dan was in the Confederate ranks up 


Ihe valley, and his wife and four chil- 
dren were left in a bad situation. They 
had nonfood In the house when hungry 
foragers demanded a meal, and not a live 
thing had been left on the farm. The 
woman, despairing and desperate, made a 
fierce personal attack on the men who 
bad entered her house, and in the strug- 
gle a gun was discharged and the heavy 
dunce ball killed two of her children as 
they clung to her skirts. The foragers 
were ;no better than thieves in this instance 
and had the official attempt to discover 
their Identity been successful they would 
have received just punishment. Acts that 
should forever curse the perpetrators were 
often committed by foragers unknown to 
officials in authority, and this was one of 
them.

m the floor and fled with the others up
